A RESOLUTION 

1 Commending and recognizing Dr. Walt Larisey; and for other purposes. 

2 WHEREAS, the Georgia House of Representatives is a vital part of Georgia, being the

15 management and dmg addiction to assist the unmet needs of opioid victims and their

18 medication with a compassionate approach that emphasizes honest communication with the 

19 patient, reduces patient anxiety, increases self-esteem, and encourages a family focus, all in 

20 an outpatient setting; and

22 for the patient with a return to physical fitness, gainful employment, a repaired family life 

23 and a renewed sense of self and hope; and
